DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application has been examined. The claims 21-26 and 28-29 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teach or suggest that a feedback mechanism for an acoustic wave switch having a touch sensitive 
surface comprising an acoustic wave absorbing material disposed between the deformable dome 
and the touch sensitive surface that in response to a force acting on the dome as claims 21 and 
29; or the acoustic wave absorbing material being spaced from the touch sensitive surface of the 
acoustic wave switch when the actuator is in an unactuated position and the acoustic wave 
absorbing material contacting the touch sensitive surface of the switch actuating the acoustic 
wave switch in response to a force acting on the actuator as claim 24.
